Of Raid: Pineau; 
U.N. Battle Looms 


PARIS (AP)—French Foreign Minister Christian 
Pineau Friday said that neither the French Premier 
nor Defense Minister knew beforehand of France’s raid 
last Saturday on a Tunisian frontier village. 


Pineau made his statement to 
the Foreign Affairs Committee 
of the French National Assem- 
bly. Committee members emerg- 
ing from the meeting reported 
the gist of his remarks. 

Pineau said that after the 
raid, the Government was 
morally committed to back the 
armed forces in the action. 


He said, however, that the 
military forces acted under pre- 
vious instructions allowing for 
retaliation in case of incidents. 
The minister's implication was 
that the raid simply exceeded in 
size anything the Government 
had in mind previously. 

Pineau also said that France 
would not renounce its veto 
right when Tunisia’s case comes 
before the U.N. Security Coun- 
cil. However, he did not say 
that France would veto any | 
Council action. 


Pineau’s blunt statement that | 
the Government knew nothing 
beforehand of the raid on Sakiet- 
Sici-Youssef was an admission | 
that Premier Felix Gaillard had | 
hinted at in previous speeches | 
on the incident, but had never 
fullv confirmed.

Soviet Russian intransigence over fishing issues In the 


North Pacific is like a many-headed hydra. 


Japan may 


fee] momentarily from time to time that she is in line to 
attain agreement on at least one point, but it is only to 
find the Russians raising further issues to prevent a settle- 


ment, “ 


Japan's desires are simply stated. She wants her fisher- 
men to be safe from molestation by Soviet patrol boats on 
any excuse, she wishes to observe the time-honored three- 
mile limit for territorial waters; and she is ready to enter 
into any reasonable agreement with Soviet Russia or any 
other nation concerned for a limit to the number of certain 
kinds of fish that may be taken in any one fishing season. 

But Moseow. while certainly not helpful on any of 
these concrete matters, keeps on dragging in side issues 
and is now demanding conclusion of a Japan-Soviet peace 
treaty—a different matter which involves quite other con- 


siderations. 


Mr. Suemitsu Kadowaki, 


Japan's ambassador to Mos- 


cow, has been informed by the Soviet high fishery official, 
Mr’ Ishkov, that Russia considers the peace treaty issue 
inseparable from that of the safe fishing problems, This atti- 
tude was later confirmed by Deputy Foreign Minister Niko- 
lai Federenko, and Mr. Kadowaki was left with no doubt 
but that the Russians planned to use the fishery issue as 
an instrument to try to bludgeon Japan into a peace treaty, 
and a peace treaty which would make every concession to 
Ruesioen ideas for future Japan-Soviet relations. 

When Mr. Kadowaki pointed out to a Soviet official 
that it was inhumane to treat the livelihood problem of the 
hard-pressed Japanese fishermen together with the political 
issue of the peace treaty, he was told the question of the 
livelihood of the fishermen constituted a domestic issue 


for Japan. 


This is a singularly unsympathetic attitude, but 


it may be pointed out that the issue is far wider than this. 
‘The fact is that Japan is, as.a nation, dependent upom the 
fish obtainable in northern waters for an appreciable propor 


tion of its food supply. 


Moscow, knowing this, prefers to 


make it as difficult as possible for Japan’s fishermen to 


catch the required volume of fish. 


One method of doing 


this is to insist on a 12-mile limit for territorial waters off 
the Russian coasts and to seize fishing vessels and imprison 
fishermen who violate this unilaterally proclaimed area. 


Coming to actual details of the fishery talks so far as 
these have gone, we cannot fail to observe the same con- 
sistent altitude on the part of the Russians to give this 


country a mean deal. 


They are claiming that this is a 


poor year for fish although there is no evidence to support 


this contention. 
an 80,000 tons salmon catch. 


Consequently Japan is invited to accept 


Last year the Japanese side 


managed to. secure a figure of 120,000 tons from the Rus- 
cians, and-they had hoped that this year the total might 
have been raised to 150,000 or near it. : 
Moreover, the Russians have been talking about pro- 
hibition of fishing in the Okhotsk Sea on the ground that 


this is desirable for the protection of fish stocks.

also the matter of the closing of Peter the Great Bay and 
restrictions as to the channel of approach to the Soviet 


port of Nakhodka., 


Compared with these restrictions, the 


Soviet proposal to shorten the salmon fishing season to 
make it lust to the end of July instead of August 10 seems 


a mild move. 


So far as the Soviet contention that fish stocks preserva- 
tion demands more stringent restrictions on the annual 
fishing catches goes, it may be pointed out that Japan has 
repeatedly urged proper joint fish surveys in the North 
Pacitic only to be met by shifty evasions on the part of the 


Soviet authorities. 


In these circumstances, we welcome the statement by 
Prime Minister Kishi that while Japan should respond to 
overtures for peace treaty negotiations some time in the 
future, it Should not lump the peace treaty issue with the 


fishing problems. 


We also welcome Foreign Minister Fuji- 


yama’'s additional statement that Japan will hold on to her 
territorial claims to four islands in the Southern Kuriles 
if and when peace talks are opened with the Soviet Union. 

On the subject of the peace treaty talks, we can only 
say that we see little use in pressing for these at an early 


date, 


What is required from Soviet Russia is a more 


friendly attitude toward this country all round in practical 


matters.

Without this, we see little solid ground for an 
If Moscow is not prepared to grant safe 


fishing rights to Japanese fishermen but is determined to

Maria of Shanty Town 


Story of Selfless Woman Who Died Serving the Less Fortunate 


“Maria of Ants’ Town” was 
the name the verhacular news- 
papers used for the late Miss 
Batoko Kitahara, a voluntary 
helper in a community of 
regpickers located on the bank 
of the River Sumida near 
Kototoi Bridge, Tokyo. 

Her career ended in her small 
room in the community on the 
morning of Jan, 23, when she 
died of nephritis at the age of 
28 


Born in August 1929 as the 
third daughter to Dr. Kinji 
Kitahara, professor of agronomy 
at the Tokyo Agricultural Col- 
lege, and Mrs, Kitahara, she was 
educated at the Olin Girls’ High 
Seheot and the Showa Girls’ 
Pharmacological College in To 
kyo. 

When her younger sister 
entered the Koen Girls’ School 
run by the Mercedarian nuns at 
hoenji, Tokyo,’ she became 
interested in Roman catholicism 


and was ‘received into the 
church in 1940 as Elizabeth 
Maria. 


About her more than seven 
years’ work in the community 
and the conversion of the com 
munity leaders, there is still 
much that remains unknown 
despite the wide press publicity 
given her, which is largely at- 
tributable to the highly able 
spokesmanship of Toru Matsui, 
a writersmember of the com- 
munity and one of the converts. 

“Her devotion to the commu- 
nity was genuine and I think 
she allowed herself to be pub- 
licized only because of her 
devotion to the community,” 
was the only comment on her 
character from Rev. Father 
Luke Daiju Chiba, rector of St. 
Paul's Church of the parish, 

What Name Implies 

Ants’ Town is the name a 
group of ragpickers chose for 
their own community in Janu- 
ary 1950 under the leadership 
of boss Motomu Ozawa and 
Toru Matsui, their adviser and 
spokeaman. The name implies 


the members should work as 
hopestly and assiduously as 
ants. 


According to Matsui, material 
worth YSO00 million a year can 
be salvaged from garbage cans 
throughout Tokyo, only if the 
rubbish is properly disposed of. 

Ants’ Town is an autonomous 
organization, which excludes 
any exploitation by bosses who 
act as purchasing agents for 
ragpickers. In this sense, it may 
be called a model town. 

But the “town” is a shantv 
village as yet and the “ants” 
are working hard with little 
time left for the tare of their 
children. There is an acute need 
for. somebody like Miss Kita- 
hara, who can look after the 
children with genuine affection. 

After the war, the Kitahara 
family was living temporarily 
in Asakusa, not far away from 
Ants’ Town, with their son-in- 
law's family. In November 1950, 
Brother Zeno Zebrowski of the 
Conventual Franciscan Order, 
who is noted for his one-man 
charity drive for the poor, 
visited the family to. solicit 
donations. He mentioned the 
name of Ants’ Town, 

Followed Brother Zeno 

In December, Satoko-san saw 
the monk passing down the 
street. She jumped out of the 
house and followed him to the 


shanty town. She met Ozawa, 
the leader of the community, 
but she did not make any 


definite offer of service. Actual- 
ly, she did not know clearly 
why she made the visit. 

When Christmas came around, 
the community needed a com- 
petent woman to help with the 
Christmas party, which was 
planned mainly for the children, 
Matsui decided to enlist the help 
of Miss Kitahara. 

She was thus introduced to 
the ragpickers’ community on 
the desolate war-ravaged shore 
of the River Sumida. Her affec- 
tion toward the almost forsaken 
children there developed rapid- 
lv--those children who cannot 
breathe freely even at school, 
where they meet with contempt 
when their marks are poor, and 
with enmity when they are too 
good, 

Day after day, she visited the

Though her condition im- 
proved rather miraculously, she 
became bed-ridden again around 
November last year with neph- 
ritis. ‘This time, she never 
recovered. Before her death, 
however, she heard the giad 
news that the Tokyo Metropoll- 
tan Government had granted 
the community the right to 
purchase a piece of reclaimed 
land on Tokyo Bay as the site 
for a projected ferro-concrete 
building for the community. 

Ants’ Town must move from 
the present site which is part 
of Sumida Park. Miss Kitahara 
had been praying with her 
rosary in hand that«the Metro- 
politan Government would ame- 
liorate the conditions of the 
contract and make them accept- 
able to the “ants.” 

Right Approach 

There are many other inter- 
esting stories about her, but it 
becomes sometimes difficult for 
a newspaperman with limited 
time to sift fact from fiction. In 
dealing with the stories of 
“Maria in Ants’ Town,” we must 
be on guard against any sham 
hagiography. 

It seems, however, that two 
things can be observed about 
her. Firstly, what she did in 
cooperation with the community 
members showed the right ap- 
proach to the problem of 
pauperism. In the words of the 
German philosopher Hegel, the 
essence of pauperism is that 
poverty does not of itself make 
a pauper. It depends upon the 
estimation in which the poor 
man jis held and in which he 
holds himself. 

Secondly, if there is any 
cheapening tendency in Christi- 
an charity work, Miss Kitahara’s 
life was a timely warning 
against it. She was not content 
with that kind of charity which 
serves more to the self-satisfac- 
tion of the giver than to the 
real benefit of the poor. 

The Biblical verse, which in- 
spired her, was “For you know 
the grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, that being rich he be- 
came poor\for your sakes; that 
through his poverty you might 
be rich.” CI. Corinthians 9/8). 


Cultural Side of 'SEATO 


West’s Impact on Asia

The Southeast Asia Treaty 
Organization has brought about 
a conference of scholars and 
specialists in Bangkok which 
has nothing to do with the mili- 
tary defense side of the pact. 
The idea of the meeting came 
from the Cultural Relations Of- 
fice of SEATO under its French 
director, Mr. Rollet Andrianns. 
The chairman and organizer is 
a Thai scholar, Prince Prem 
Purachatra of Chulalongkorn 
University, Thailand. 

The conference is being held 
to discuss one of the most fasci- 
nating of all the questions 
facing the world today—the im- 
pact of Western science and 
technique upon the traditional 
cultures of Asia. 


There is probably not a single 
European or American business- 
man or technician in Asia— 
whether he is working for a 
private firm, for U.N., under the 
Colombo Plan, or under ICA— 
who has not, at some time been 
jolted into realization of this 
profound problem. 

And on the Asian side the ad- 
vent of Western ways often 
brings perplexing dilemmas. For 
the adoption of Western means 
of production, of medicine and 
of education, though it can bring 
material benefits and relieve 
poverty and disease, often con- 
flicts with time-honored customs, 
and forms of life long-establish- 
ed in Asia... 

The English historian, Toyn- 
bee, devoted a whole section of 
his monumental Study of His- 
tory to a discussion of what hap- 
pens during such “encounters” 
between civilizations: And one 
has only to reflect for a moméyt 
to bring examples to mind of 
the complexities that arise out 
of the “encounter” between 
Asia and the West at the pres- 
ent day: there is, for example, 
tension due to incompatibility 
between religious tenets and 
economic needs. 

The sacredness of the cow in 
the eves of the orthodox Hindu 
of India means that millions of 
animals performing no produc- 
tive function consume huge 
quantities of scarce fodder crops 
of the country, Can this be re- 
conciled with the modernizing 
efforts of agricultural techni- 
clans trying to apply Western 
techniques to Indian agricul- 
ture? 

Then there are social stresses 
ar” ‘trains: many of the tribal 
peoples of Southeast Asia live in 
“long-houses” which are the 
basis of theis community ‘‘*», 
The growth of small towns can 
break up the long-house en- 
tities, which are a _ yaluable 
source of community @pirit and 
mutual help. Although some 
features of the tribal .ong-house 
are unhygienic, does this mean 
that the institution itself must 
disappear? 

Another, more bizarre, ex- 
ample of the kind of incompati- 
bility, which faces Western 


technical innovators, once arose 
in an attempt by a British 
administrator to jmprove the 
pig breeding of a Burmese hill- 
tribe. He jmported prize boars 
but the villagers refused to ac- 
cept the new pigs because they 
were not spotted. The local 
deities, to whom regular sacri- 
fice had to be made, insisted on 
spotted pigs. 

Not only such animistic 
superstitions, but ancient Asian 
religions with deep spirited 
roots can easily be violated or 
disregarded by the tactless or 
insensitive Western innovator. 
Equally, it is often simple 
enough to reconcile the old with 
the new, if sufficient trouble is 
taken. 


This is the fascinating fieid 
within which the scholars of 
many countries will be ranging 
during the present SEATO or- 
ganized meeting in Bangkok. 

Among the specialists and 
men of action and of learning 
taking part is a well-known 
Pakistani scholar, Mahmud 
Hussein, chairman of the De- 
partment of History in Karachi 
University who has been a 
member of the Pakistani Gov- 
ernment besides, among his 
other scholastic achievements, 
translating into Urdu the “So- 
cial Contract” of Jean Jacques 
Rousseau, 


Then there is Tom Harrison, 
the Borneo Englishman who 
wrote “Savage Civilization,” a 
famous book on the tribal peo- 
ples of the New Hebrides in the 
Pacific Ocean, among whom he 
lived for many months; and an 
Australian teacher and adminis- 
trator, Walter Crocker, who has 
been professor of International 
Relations, worked in the Nigeri- 
an administrative service and in 
the U.N, Secretariat, and repre- 
sented his country as ambassa- 
dor jin Indonesia. 

Among scientists, Sir George 
Allen of the British Association 
a former vice chancellor of 
Malaya University and M. Long- 
ehambon of the National 
Scientific Research Center of 
France are taking part. From 
America comes Prof, F, 8. C. 
Northrop of Yale, an authority 
on the comparative philosophies 
of East and West, and from the 
Philippine’, Dr. Burnaby Africa, 
who has been a_ university 
teacher of law and history in 
his country and who is now 
Filipino Minister to Thailand, 

From Thailand herself besides 
Prince Prem Purachatra, two 
other leading Thai scholars, 
Prince Dhani Nivat and Phya 
Anuman Rajaadbana, will be 
making their contributions to 
this Bangkok debate on the en- 
counter between Asia and the 
West. 

The discussions are to be in 
public and one may hope that 
the exchange of ideas on this 
most fascinating and important 
subject will afterward find

The 56-year-old former am- 
bassador to Argentina was 
educated at the Tokyo Univer- 
sity of Commerce. Passing the 
diplomatic service examination 
while still a student, Inoue 
entered the Foreign Office im- 
mediately after his graduation 
from the university in 1925. 

After serving as secretary to 
former Prime Minister Yoshida, 
he was named chief of the Japa- 
nese Government Overseas 
Agency in Rome in 1951. In 
1952, he was appointed minister, 
later ambassador, to the Vati- 
can, 


He was given the post of am- 
bassador to Argentina in 
September 1955.

Houses of Glass 


WASHINGTON —As far as 
their record on defense is con- 
cerned, both parties live in glass 
houses of a particularly fragile 
sort. Nevertheless, to judge by 
recent oratory by Presidential 
aid Sherman Adams and others, 
the air is going to be thick with 
stones during this campaign 
year. And a good many of the 
stones in the Democratic rock- 
pile are clearly marked with the 
name of Dwight D. Eisenhower. 


It will be interesting to see 
whether, and in what direction 
these stones will be hurled, 
Until a few months ago, it was 
almost universally agreed among 
Democrats that there was “no 
mileage in the defense issue,” 
because of the President's mili- 
tary reputation. Since the Sput- 
niks, the President's reputation 
for infallibility in defense has 
been shaken if not shattered. 
And especially since the bitterly 
partisan speech by Sherman 
Adams, the temptation among 
the Democrats to take out after 
the President himself is getting 
to be an itch which almost has 
to be scratched. 


Consider, for. example, the 
heavy rock imbedded in the 
testimony which occurred a few 
days ago in an executive session 
of Lyndon Johnson’s Prepared- 
ness Subcommittee. Sen. Stuart 
Symington, of Missouri, was in- 
terrogating Thomas Lanphier, 
vice president of the Convair 
Company, which makes the 
Atias ICBM.

Symington: “At which time, 
think .. .the so-called ballistic 
missile was started in 1946 and 
canceled in 1947 when the Army 
Air Corps was part of the Army 
. +». is that correct?” 


Lanphier: “Yes sir, We 
checked the record before we 
came and it was July of 1947.” 


Symington: “At which time, 
I think the record should snow 
that the Chief of Staff of the 
Army was Gen, Eisenhower. . .” 

The fact that Gen, Eisenhow- 
er happened to be Chief of Staff 
when the first Atlas contract 
was canceled by the Army is 
insubstantial stuff, as Syming- 
ton himself implied later in the 
testimony. Yet the kind of 
partisan rewriting of history in 
which Adams and other Repub- 
lican orators have recently in- 
duiged has been largely made 
up of just such insubstantial 
stuff, 


Not entirely, to be gure. For 
however cocky and condescend- 
ing ex-President Harry Truman 
may be during his morning 
walks, he cannot get away from 
one fact, which is very much 
on the record. He appointed 
Louis Johnson as Secretary of 
Defense, and in the pre-Korean 
war period Johnson unquestion- 
ably cut new weapons research 
to ribbons. 


But there is another fact 
which is also very much on the 
record, Johnson's disastrous 
budgets were devised with the 
advice and consultation of the 
then Gen, Eisenhower. To pro- 
tect himself, Johnson used to 
speak ostentatiously of his first 
two budgets as “Ike one,” and 
“Ike two.” 

> * * 

As for the more recent past, 
the testimony before the John- 
son committee provides the 
Democrats with a_ veritable 
rock-quarry, if throwing of 


stones on the defense issue 
starts in earnest. Take, for ex- 
ample, the executive-session 
teatimony of Allen Dulles, chief 
of the Central Intelligence Agen- 
cy, a brother of Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles, and 
an impeccable Republican, 

Dulles’ testimony was both 
honest and accurate, and for 
that very reason it added copi- 
ously to the Democrats’ rock- 
pile. For Dulles testified, in 
effect, that the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration in the pre-Sput- 
nik era paid little or no atten- 
tion to his hard intelligence of 
Soviet missile progress. The 
President and his advisers, in 
short, simply refused to listen 
to what they did not want to 
hear,

have a rockpile too, to use

Stevenson in 1956 bought the 
“no mileage in defense” idea, 
which may have been the bet- 
ter part of political valor, but 
which certainly did not contri- 
bute to any elevating “Demo- 
cratic dialogue”; as for Johnson, 
his voting record on defense 
has been good. But he is ob- 
viously Open to the charge that 
he only summoned his Prepared- 
ness Subcommittee to make a 
serious inquiry into prepared- 
ness after the issue had been 
dramatized by the Sputniks. 


Altogether, with one or two 
exceptions, it is hard to see how 
anyone is going to make any 
political hay out of a name- 
calling, rock-throwing contest 
on the defense issue. Perha 
for the very reason, that sort of 
contest will be avoided, as both 
President Eisenhower and Sen- 
ate leader Johnson deyoutly 
wish. Obviously defense will be 
an issue, and ought to be an 
issue, since it is the hardest 
problem the country faces. But 
the kind of sleazy, rewriting 
of history which politicians like 
Sherman Adams and Democratic 
chairman Paul Butler are begin- 
ning to produce can only do 
both parties—and the country— 
the maximum of harm.
